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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In response 
to the Office action dated February 23, 2006, and further to the amendments filed May 
23, 2006, applicant's request in view of the amendments and remarks have been 
reviewed and respectfully considered. 

According to applicant's response independent claim 12, have been amended. 
Claims 4-6, 8, 10, 11 and 15, have been previously cancelled. Claims 1-3, 7, 9, 17-18 
have been previously allowed. Claims 1-3, 7, 9, 12-14 and 16-20 are currently pending 
in the application. Applicant's arguments/remarks as indicated on page 8 through 11, 
specifically, with respect to claims 12, in second paragraph of page 8 and 9, and last 
paragraph of page 10, believed to be persuasive and distinct from the prior art 
(Sakaguchi USP6490057) used to reject the application, and applicant has also 
addressed the 112 second paragraph rejection as indicated in the applicant's response.
